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€ A PACKFRAME IS FREEDOM IN THE MOUNTAINS 


We think that the contoured aluminum packframe has been responsible 
for the recent healthy upswing in family back-packing. Immense new 
areas of wild country are now opened up to the backpacker, who, with 
an eminently manageable and compact load, lopes along or dallies at 
will, covering. miles of ground with the serene enjoyment of being 
entirely self-sufficient. Aching muscles and a burro-like resignation to a 
swaying and ungainly load become a thing of the late and unlamented 
past. 








€ HOW PACKFRAMES WORK 


First, consider that the human frame did not evolve for the purpose of 
carrying heavy loads on the back! Quite strong from the hips on down, 
the human body is a frail compromise with evolution above the hips. 
The result is a heritage of back trouble unknown to the lower animals, 
who carry their weight swung from two points, at either end of the 
spinal column. In walking erect, we have imposed the full weight of 
our bodies on one point—the base of the spine. A heavy load carried 
directly on the back puts a great strain on the spinal column, causing 
the weight to be taken up by the shoulder, neck, and back muscles, a 
source of great fatigue, Trailwise packframes have been designed 
around the principle that the greater part of the load must be borne 
by the hips. The rigid contour frame with waist belt is simply a 
mechanical way of transferring the weight from high on the back (the 
best point of balance) to the hips—where the inherent strength of the 
hips and legs is best able to bear the load. 


The waist belt must be considered an essential part of any packframe. 
Trailwise waist belts are unique in that they wrap entirely around the 
waist—not just around the front—providing continuous support at every 
point, and, incidentally, eliminating undue pressure on the front of 
the hips, normally a cause of some chafing and soreness. 








@ WHO NEEDS A FRAME? 


Chances are that you do if the equipment you normally pack for a 
weekend weighs more than about 25 Ibs. While the frame restricts the 
free-and-easy swing of the shoulders and hips just a bit, it rapidly 
compensates in comfort and lessened fatigue. The use of the very best 
in down bags, aluminum cookware, etc. will keep the load well below 
25 Ibs.; however, the backpacker with side interests, such as fishing, 
photography, or climbing may find that his specialized gear quickly 
exceeds the limits that can be comfortably carried in a simple rucksack. 


€ WHAT ABOUT COST? 


The Trailwise Frame and Packbag, in the price range from $39 to $46, 
will repay the investment in sumptuous comfort and durability to any- 
one spending several days every year in the mountains or desert. The 
Cruiser Frame and Packsack, from $19 to $30 serves the needs of the 
occasional backpacker; the novice backpacker (who is still in the 
experimental stages of taking up this activity); or the growing child.

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THE HAZARDS OF TEMPERATURE RATING—AN OBJECTIVE 
REPORT. Trailwise sleeping bags are not given an exact 
temperature “rating” in this catalog. We hope that you will 
weigh the factors given below in considering the purchase 
of a Trailwise bag. What is loosely called the "warmth" of 
a sleeping bag depends upon two things:

(a The Metabolic Rate, different for each person, 
determines one's heat-producing capacity. Thus, in 
identical bags, one camper may feel cold, another 
will slumber comfortably. 
(b) Variation in tolerance to cold. Many experienced 
outdoorsmen can sleep well, even prefer to sleep, 
when not quite "warm as toast." One's wife may not 
agree with this spartan way of thinking! 
(c) An exhausting trek into a campsite followed by 
insufficient nourishment at dinner reduces the ability 
of the body to produce heat. Conversely, a meal rich 
in carbohydrates and fats stimulates the heat-produc: 
ing of the body, conducive to warm sleep. 
(2) The rate at which heat is dispelled through the insulat: 
ing layers to the outside. The thickness of the bag is most 
important. Wind velocity and humidity changes during the 
night will also affect the insulating ability of a sleeping 
bag, causing the sleeper to become warmer or colder.

Goose Down. Both kinds are processed from the same 
stocks; the resultant difference in loft is, at the most, 
about 10%. TRAILWISE uses two grades of down: Grade 
AA White, as used in the Chevron and Slimline Bags; 
Grade A Grey, as used in all other down bags and down 
filled clothing. 

WHY CHEVRON BAFFLING. We all agree that down is the 
best ingredient to use for warmth and efficiency in sleep: 
ing bags. For years it has been our pleasure at TRAILWISI 
to fill our sleeping bags and garments with this fine prod: 
uct of nature. Our admiration for this marvelous fill, how 
ever, has not made us blind to the fact that down is 4 
wayward and slippery rascal as well. To pin down in place 
so that it does its work effectively at every point depends

entirely on the baffling system: The more friction that a 
baffle can offer to impede the shifting of down, the more 
effective it will be; hence the Chevron Baffle. Simply 
stated, the Chevron Baffle insures that the down can only 
shift a minimal distance along the tube before it encoun- 
ters another baffle across its path. The baffling material 
is nylon netting which offers maximum sliding friction to 
retard movement of the down. 


THE DIFFERENTIAL CUT 


The efficiency of bag is measured by its loft or fluffiness. The 
differentially cut bag allows the down to loft properly because 
the inner shell cannot press against the outer shell around the 
entire periphery. This is important for close fitting bags and this 
feature is found in the Trailwise Chevron, Trailwise Norrland, and 


Slim Line, Bags.

provided on the instruction sheet. A new pair of boots will be sent back to you 
postpaid.

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RESOLING SERVICE 


Commando soles will not come loose if attached properly to the boots. Proper attachment employs thermal 
bonding with a proven adhesive. We recommend that you engage. your local shoe repairman to undertake 
resoling, as the savings in money and time are considerable. If boots are sent to us for resoling, please state:

A happy union of the makers and users of Trailwise equipment occurred last year, 
when the South Ridge of Mt. Logan (19,850’) fell to a party of six California 
mountaineers, among whom was a member of the Ski Hut staff, Allen Steck. The 
five-week push to the summit was facilitated by the use of much Trailwise equip- 
ment as the McKinley Tent (facing page); the Logan Jacket (page 31) developed 
especially for this expedition; and the Trailwise Contoured Packframe.

HOW TO CHOOSE A GOOD CAMPSTOVE. 
The lighter weight stoves are not quite as efficient as the heavier ones, 
in general—but the weight saved is usually worth it for lightweight back- 
packing. For long trips and expeditionary use, the weight of the fuel 
becomes important. In such cases, a larger stove comes into its own, and 
cooks faster and more economically. White gas is most popular among 
campers because it is cheap, easy to burn, and more readily available. 
Kerosene and Butane are both more efficient than white gas in terms of 
heat delivered per pound of fuel; but butane is more expensive and less 
easily obtainable (although it is simpler for the non-technically-minded 
to use), and kerosene has a lingering odor and must be primed with 
alcohol to burn. Stoves with pumps are recommended for high altitude
